Tie~roan and Prince Leo were unhorsed, 
Chriswise was beset by 4 ores and Lord Henry was lying wounded, about to be finished 
by Halfflower*s blade when Leomund snaped back to full av/arness.

Gygax drew his blue-white sword, PROLIFIC, and aimed it at the cloven-tongued 
thiefi Prithurd's band, hsd remained iomohile , but nc<7 they Joined their leader, 
approaching with menacing blades. 

Gygax called upon the Blue Ring of the Havens and PROLIFIC became alive with 
flashes of blue-white discharges. 

Yet Prithurd was unmoved. Then Pill began to edge forward. Th* PurpT.o light 
of £urkheh was also ■ summoned, and the sky became black as the bitterest midnight in ■. 
the caves of Orodruin. Only PROLIFIC cast its sober light. 

But then the darkness fell, PROLIFIC ceased its glow. Before Gygax stood Pill 
holding the *Seman' of Roddy Wacker before him. He tittered insanely. 

"So you will try your tricks, beggar!" h=? whistled. 

How could he wield the 'Soman 1 so quicU'ly mused Gygax. Then, all at once, 
Prithurd's face awoke as tho he were struck by lightening. The 'Seman' dropped to 
the ground as Prithurd fell'. to his knees in anguish. PROLIFIC blazed and darkness 
fell. The band vanished in the darkness, carrying their hopelessly insane leader.

Dear Chris, 

It was a pleasure seeing your revised houserules in ATLANTIS 34« My congratu- 
lations for having the clearest houserules 'of any publisher^ 

While I've not checked them thoroughly for typographical errors, I did note 
there are errors in Sample Ruling B, which I hope you will correct. I also note in 
Sample Ruling D the move of A Vie-B ud should be underlined. [That is only because 
you received one of the . first copies to be mailed. I caught the error early, before 
all copies were put in envelopes, so only about a dozen copies escaped my pon. Most 
people will see that A Vie-Bud was underlined in ink in their copy.] 

Your policy regarding substitutes is particularly gratifyinga Moves submitted 
by a substitute with whom no one has a opportunity to negotiate and which oftentimes 
are not used is non-productive in running an orderly game. 

I would be happier if, as I do, you also refused to annihilate unordered units 
which are dislodged,. Since there are too many missed moves in most postal gar,:es. the 
opposing players get enough of an advantage without having their opponents 1 units 
annihilated*. 

My general feeling about houserules is maximum simplicity and clarity by keep- 
ing verbiage at a minimunu Only cloudy areas in the Games Research Rulebook should 
be singled out for Sample Rulings. For example, Sample Rulings E and F coul.i bo 
combined as; 

While units cannot normally exchange : spaces, an exchange of units 
by convoy is alloweds 

A Bel-Hol, F Nth (C) A Bel-Hol, A Hoi-Bel 

It is my policy, too, not to inform players to which space (s) they may retreat. 
It is not within the province of the GM to give advice to players ebr.ufc their play. 
Id my gr.mssj a player does submit a retreat tc & space not allowad "within tha rules 
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the unit is annihilated* While I know of no other GM who follows this practice, I've 
heard of no reason why a GM should interfere in the course of the gaiaeo
